To Suggest More Training 
Centres For Athletes 


London, Jan, 23. 


Few cheques have caused such a stir in sporting circles as did one for £25 
which has been written by Chris Brasher, the Olympic Steeplechase winner and 
Britain's only track gold medallist at the Melbourne Games, 

It is the seed that could grow, properly fertilised by other cheques, into a 
very big tree — the nucleus for British athletic triumphs of the future. 


In ecffect Brasher made his 
gesture in the nature of a pro- 
test agninst the Inck of train- 
ing facilities for British athle- 
tes, and so drew attention to a 
Stnte of alfairs which has often 
been blamed for the inforlority 
shown by Britons in interno- 
thonal ‘sport, 


When remembering the ad- 
vantages enjoyed by athictes 
of other countrics, particularly 
on the European continent, it 
is somewhat strange that no 
real training centre exists in 
Britain. But while there ts no 
desire for state  controlicd 
athletics, and their accompany- 
ing facilities, Brasher is not the 
firet person to suggest that those 
at the top of the sport In Britain 
do not do all in thelr powcr 
for the individual.
